Sacramento, March 25.—[{By the As- 
sociated Press.] At 1 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon the Governor had concluded 
signing all the bills he intended to sign. 
He affixed his signature to ninety-two 
measures, leaving unsigned sixty bills, 
about twenty of which relate to claims 
and appropriations, which he was com- 
pelled to pocket in order to come with- 
in the 50-cent limit.

LABOR STATISTICS 
Of the bill to amend the act entitled

OAKLAND'S WATER FRONT. 

The act confirmingto the‘city, of Oak- 
land the right of possession and control 
of the water frontandtide lands as an 
inalienable trust for public use and ben- 
efits, receives the following comment: 


Fér like reasons as actuated me in 
withholding my approval from the Clear 
Lake Bill, and in view of the recent ruling 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the Chicago lake front case, I deem this 
bill dangerous in principle. It may be fur- 
ther suggested that if the State has the 
power, as is assumed by this bill, to pass 
title to this water front, which she holds as 
public trust, then itis a matter of history 
that she has already parted with that 


granted to the city of Oakland, which, it 
seems to me, needs no confirmation. If, 
however, the State has not the power to 
thus grant away her title, then the present 
act is idle and meaningless, and would, if 
signed by me, be no more than waste 
paper. Again, as a matter of public policy, 
why should the State make a special grant 
of this grant to anv municipality, when it 
has been and isthe declated policy in all 
other instances to manage trusts of this 
character through the instrumentality of 
her own chosen officers, who are directly 
responsible to her, as, for instance, the San 
Francisco Harbor water front, and those of 
San Diego and Humboldt. 


MUTUAL INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

The Governor says upon the act to 
provide for the incorporation of mutual 
fire insurance companies and the act 
authorizing the formation of county 
mutual insurance companies, regulating 
the transaction of their business and 


defining the duties of the officers 
thereof: 


These bills undertake to ‘provide for the 
organization of fire insurance’ companies 
solely upon the mutual plan, without spec- 
ifying any details. The provisions of these 
measures are,inmy judgmeuat, in several 
material respects fephgmant to. the provi- 
sions of the Constitution upon fhe subject 
ot corporations. The Constitution would 
seem, for instance, to require corporations 
of this character to have capital stock to 
provide for individual responsibilities of 
the stockholders and to™*permit particular 
stockholders to cumulate their stock. In 
this and various otger respects those acts 


those requirements. Inother respects the 
bills exempt the corporations to be organ- 
ized under them from general provisions 
governing insurance companies generally. 
There are many Ways in which legislation 
upon this subject might have aa, 
the people, such, for instance, 
a law requir Trance com anies = 
issue valid poiterde d provide for collec- 
tion from foreign corporations of income 
tax, as provided in nearly every other State 
in the Union, and which would return to 
the State an annual revenue of from $150,- 
000 to $200,000. To my mind, to attempt 
to put into operation laws such as these 
two would simply lead to confusion and dis- 
aster. 

DELINQUENT TAXES. 

_The Governor says of, the bill relating 
to the sale of real property for delin- 
—— taxes and redemption and release 

such property: 

While I was primarily inclined to look fa- 
vorably Qpon this measure, I have received 
fromthe State Controller so strong a pro- 
test against its provisions, and presenting 
reasons so convincing to my mind, thatI 
have been constrained to the ultimate con- 
clusion that its effects would be very detri- 
mental to the interests of the people of the 
State. Tne objections of the Controller 
are, in brief: ‘‘First, thatthere are now 
standing in the name of the State under the 
present system nearly $20.000,000 of 
property sold to the State for delinquencies, 
which now escapes taxation, and that the 
direct effect of this act, if it becomes a law, 
would be to largely increase the amount of 

roperty so escaping taxation; second, do- 
ng away with the notice to delin- 
quent taxpayers would work a great 
hardship, and, in many instances, 
gross injustice; third, thatamount of de- 
linquent taxes released would be greatly 
increased, thus resulting in large deficien- 
cies in the State and county treasuries; 
fourth, that no corresponding benefit 
less the object of the bill, 
these evils.”’ 

For these reasons I have withheld my ap. 
proval from the bill. 


RAISIN*-GROWERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
The Governor gives the following ex- 
planation of his failure to approve the 
billestablishing the California State 


Raisin-growers’ and Packers’ Associa- 
tion: 


Section 8 provided that when any sub- 
mission shall have been made and final 
award rendered, on filing of such award 
with the clerk of asuperior court, execu- 
may issue therefor the same as if it 

Sa judgment rendered by such court, 
and such award shall thenceforth have 
force and effect of such judgment and 
shall be entered upon the judgment docket 
of said superior court.

FIFTY-CENT LIMIT. 


A Statement from the Governor With 
Figures Attached, 
SACRAMENTO, March 26.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Gov. Markham makes 
the following statement in regard to 
the 5U-cent limit:

News of Its Reconvening Received 
With Approbation. 


The United States Delogation Will Not Be 
Materially Changed in Personnel—

sociated Press.] The news that the 
President has decided to reconvene the 


International Monetary Conference at 


Brussels, on May 30, was. received 
with approbation by Senators who 
have interested themselves in the sil- 
vei question. The impression prevails 
that the United States delegation will 
not be materially changed in personnel, 
for the reason that the delegates, in ad- 
dition to possessing a thorough mastery 
of the complex and abstruse questions 
involved in the objects of the confer- 
ence, have made an acquaintance 


among the delegates from other coun- 


tries that may insure a more favorable 
reception for such proposals as the 
may put forward, than would be the 
case among strangers. 

However this may be, at least, one

terday under most favorable auspices, 


the opening game between the aggre- 
gation of talent acquired by Michael 


Finn, now of Stockton, but formerly of 


San José, and the redoubtable Angels, 
resulting in the overwhelming defeat of 
the visitors by 12 runsto 3. 

For several days past the near ap- 
proach of the opening -of the season 
had been heralded by a couple of cos- 
tumed equestrians, with bugles, . but 
these were called in yesterday, and an 
advertisement upon a much more exten- 
sive scale superseded them. It was in 
the shape of a procession. Not sucha 
formidable one as that which Col. Truly 
Pathetic Robinson doubtless headed in 
San Francisco about the same time, but 
still a procession of which any other 
baseball magnate might justly be proud. 
First, there _was a brass band; then 
came two open ‘carriages, in which sat 
the rival magnates andanumber of 
other distinguished citizens. 

Little attention was paid to them, 
however, for close behind was a yellow 
drag. drawn by two grays and two bays. 
On either side of the vehicle was a sign 
bearing the motto, ‘‘We Are Winners,”’ 
while perched upon the seats were the 
Angels in all their glory of new gray 
uniforms, and, asithis equipage droye by, 
the general impression prevailed that, 
as ‘tar as looks went, the sign ‘spoke 
truly.

WEATHER #ORECASTS. 


The Next Storm Wave on This Meridian— 
Remarkable Weather Due in April. 
(Copyright. 1893, by W. T. Foster.] 

St. Josepy (Mo.,) March 25, 1893,— 
My last bulletin gave forecasts of a 
storm wave to cross the continent from 
24th to 28th, and the next will reach 
the Pacific Coast about the 28th, cross 
the Westérn mountains by close of the 
29th, the great central valleys from 
Margh 80 to April 1, and the Eastern 
States about April 2d. 

This storm will become very severe 
about the 3lst in the great central val- 
leys, probably about thetime it is cross- 
ing the Mississippi River. | 

Remarkable weather in many re- 
spects will occur in April. The cool 
wave will cross the Western mountains 
about March 31, the great-central val- 
leys about April 2 and the Eastern 
States about April 4. With the usual 
fluctuations in temperature the average 
temperature will rapidly increase till 
about the 22d in the far West, and the 


in the Eastern States. Where there 
are heavy snows onthe ground about 
the first of April there will be dangerof 
very high waters, as the thaw will move 
northward very rapidly.. In northern 
latitudes and in the Rocky Mountains, 
heavy rains will begin about the middle 
of April, Not general rains, but of the 
cloud-burst variety, and this, with the 
melting snows, will cause high waters 
on the head waters of the Missouri, Mis- 
sissippi and other northern water 
courses.

_ FROM THE CRADLE TO PARLIAMENT. | 

_ All Fool’g Day of 1815 deserved a 
flattering change of title for presenting 
the’ world with Bismarck. Beginning 
with 1884, the seVentieth anniversary 
of his birth, the German people have 
recognized the 1st of April as a day for 
celebration. On that occasion the old 
Emperor William called on Bismarck, 
attended by the Crown Prince and the

princes of the Imperial family, and fol- 
lowed by the generals of the army. 
Four thousand veterans and 10,000 
students went in procession to his house 


and at night 10,000 torch bearers’ 


marched down the Linden. _ . 
Bismarck’s seventy-eighth birthday 
will revive the interests of the nations 
inthe man’ of ‘blood and iron,” the 
‘‘diplomat-cuirassier,” restorer of 
German Retirement from 
public office cannot retire him from 
public notice, * 
The vigor of Prince Bismarck at 
78 is remarkable when his manner of 
living all the yeard is considered, for 
he has set at defiance the first laws of 
hygiene. An excessive worker, he was 
ever a big eater, indulged freely in 
whatever drink he had a tuste for and, 


* Fong ago, won for himself the title of a 


‘‘chain smoker.’’ His mental and phy- 
sical structure has been peculiarly 
proof against wear and strain. 

The rare aggressiveness of his nature 
‘Was as conspicuousin Otto von Bismarck, 
the boy student, as in Chancellor Bis- 
marck, the statesman, Twenty-eight 
duels was his record during eighgeen 
months of attendance on the university 


at Gottengen, and he drew blood from " 


every one of his opponents, receiving 
himself only asingle scar. His antag- 
onist in one of the duels was Dr. Wind- 
throst, the celebrated leader of the 
Clericals in the Reichstag for years 
past. 

All accounts agree that he was, while 


_ yet in his teens, something of a prodigy 
_in physical strength, endurance and 


accomplishments,’ He was a great 
jumper, a swift runner anda strong 
swimmei. He could row and fence, 
was a crack shot with both rifle and pis- 
tol, and was a very dare-devil on horse- 
back. But he was not reputed a studi- 
ous fellow nor remarkably bright. The 
seer has never been found who foresaw 
in the boy Bismarck the future Prime 
Minister, compared with, whom only 
Richelieu and Chatham may be appro- 
priately named, 

Heredity cuts no conspicuous figure in 
the story of Bismarck. Ancestors he 
had who had been diplomats and sol- 
diers, but they wereremote. His father 
could boast no prouder distinction than 
to bea member of the Prussian squire- 
archy, and at the era of the birth of the 
ex-Chancellor at Schoenhausen his 
father had but a small farming estate. 
A few months later he, by inheritance, 
became possessed of three estates in 
Pomeranig and moved with his family 
ontoone ofthem. At the early age of 


6 Otto was sent to a kindergarten 


school in Berlin and continued attend- 
ance on it for six years, when he was 
tranferred to a public classical school 


in the same city.. Whether it was the 


A 


teacher, or the language he disliked, is 
not stated, but the authorities of the 
school recalled in after years the cir- 
cumstance that young Bismarck did not 
fet on well with his teacher of French.; 
History and geography were the only 
studies he cared for. At 17 he entered 
Hanoverian University at Gottingen 
and studied through three semesters, 


then went to the Berlin University for 


three semesters, after which he passed 
with credit his state examination in 
law. He was at once sworn in as royal 
auscultator, or official law reporter, for 
one ot the German courts and served. 
one year in that capacity. An illustra- 
tion of Bismarck’s choleric disposition 
is in an. occurrence in this court. Be- 
coming incensed ata refractory witness, 
lie openly threatened to kick him out of 
court, ‘The judge reproved the auscul- 
tator and told him, ‘‘The kicking out is 
my business.’’ The gvitness again an- 
hoying Bismarck, he exclaimed, ‘‘Sir, 
take care, or I will have the judge kick 
you out,’

The eight years ensuing Bismarck 
spentin Pomerania. He was -farmer 
and man of affairs, and gained repute 
for thrift at money getting—for driving 
hard bargains. His well-known aver- 
sion to the ‘reptile profession,’’ as he 
termed journalism, is said to have been 
due to the humiliating failure of ‘a ven- 
ture of hisin journalism at this era. 
His first medal was from the Pomeran- 
ian Landtag, for having saved a life at 
the risk of his own. His groom was 
thrown by the stumbling of his horse 
into a river’s swift current, and was 
about drowning, when Bismarck jumped 
intosave him. The man, in an insan- 
ity of fright, pinioned his rescuer in his 
arms. Bismarck, seeing he could not 
loosen the death grip above water, 
dived, thus forcing him to release his 
hold. Then, seizing the now helpless 
fellow with one arm and swimming with 
the other, took him safely to the bank. 

But while saving life and getting a 
medal and making money, he was sow- 
ing wild oats at a great rate. His home 
is said to have been a veritable hurri- 
cane hall, his wine eellar a flowing 
stream. In his reveis he drank huge 
cups of champagne and porter mixed. 
He would awaken his guests at morning 
by firing off pistols close to their ears, 
and, on one occasion, when some of his 
lady cotisins were visiting him, turned 
several foxes loose in the drawing-room 
with them.

~ 1851.t0 GERMAN UNIFICATION. 
 Bismarck’s practical entry into polit- 
ical life was at the age of 32, and prac- 
tically that entry was by accident. He 
had been elected vicarious knights’ 
deputy to the Landtag, or Provincial 
Diet’ of Prussian Saxony. When Fred- 
erick William 1V decreed a quasi-parlia- 
ment of the elght united diets of the 
monarchy, the member of the Landtag 
for whom Bismarck was a deputy was 
ill, and Bismarck went to Berlin-to the 
parliamentin his stead. Tall—6 feet 
2. inches—stalwart and erect, with 
blond hair and beard, and the keenest 
of blue eyes, he was one of the striking 
figures of the parliament. His attitude 
toward several of the measures debated 
in that body attracted the attention of 
Frederick William IV, and caused him 


‘to summon ‘Bismarck for a conference 


concerning the charter the Crown was 
about to grant to the people: 
marck was opposed to the liberal re- 
forms proposed by the King; he would 
have had the reformers quieted by the 
army rather than by concessions to 


Only when appealed to as a ‘‘sworn 
vassal of the crown’’ did he yield his 
opposition and pledge his support to the 
King, even in what he foresaw was a 
hopeless undertaking. From that occa- 
sion onward Bismarck was essentially 
an attache of the Prussian throne and 
its open champion. was to defend 
the interests of the Crown that he had 
himself elected to ‘the first Prussian 
Parliament, convoked for the- revision 
and sanction of the liberal constitution. 
In this assembly he antagonized every 
measure of the friends of progress, in- 
cluding the proposed amnesty for polit- 
ical offenses, His course brought down 
on him the execration of the people. 
He was hissed at and otherwise re- 
viled when he appeared in public, and 
was even stoned by a mob when seeking 
election to the second Prussian Parlia- 
ment. In the debates of the second 
Parliament Bismarck announced the 
political creed that ever after domi- 
nated his policy. Briefiy stated, it was 
a strong Prussian army and a firm Prus- 
sian throne, opposing every encroach- 
ment of legislature or of the ballot box. 
He did not believe the Prussian people 
capable of deciding the questions vital 
for Prussia’s preservation and advance- 
ment. When Frederick William IV. 
declined, on April 8, 1849, the impe- 
rial German crown offered him by the 
Frankfort Parliament, Bismarck, in his 
capacity as spokesman of the extreme 
right in the Prussian chamber, defended 
his declination, because of the constitu- 
tional restrictions on the crown that 
accompanied the offer of it. 

_ The abortive efforts for the unifica- 
tion of the German States, following 
upon the outbreak of the German revo- 
lution, resulted ia the revival in 1850 
of the old Germanic Diet under the 
His advocacy 
of this concession on the part of Prus- 
sia, attended by a seeming admiration 
for Austria, was Bismarck’s initial 


move in the long game of diplomacy he |. 


was to play with the Hamburgs, before 
effecting their Wlmiliation. It was 
seemingly an overture for amity be- 
tween Vienna and Berlin for Frederick 
William to select Bismarck, the osten- 
sible admirer of Austria, as secretary 
to the Prussian member of the repre- 
sentative assembly of German. sover¢ 
eigns. In this capacity he went to 
Frankfort in 1851, and ~vas Prussia’s 
representative in the Diet until 1896, 


‘when he was recalled and sent as Min- 


ister to the Russian court. | 

But Bismarck’s real mission to Frank- 
fort was not to do the pleasure of Aus- 
tria, but to procure for Prussia equality, 
if nothing more, with that arrogant 
government. In the bearing of the 
Austrian. representative, Count Thun, 
toward the other members of the Diet’ 
Bismarck easily read Austria’s sense of 
her preéminence, and he les @0 oppor-

tunity escape for levelingthe ranks. It 
is told that when he made his first call 


on Thun, the Austrian received him in 


his shirt sleeves and without rising. In- 
dignant at the disrespectful reception, 
Bismarck exclaimed: ‘Exactly so! 
It is terribly warm here,’’ and’ was 
taking off his coat too, when Thun 
jumped to his feet and into hiscoat. 
Up to Bismarck’s accession as Prussian 
member of the Diet, only the Austrian 
representative had ever dared to smoke 
during asession. At the first session 
he attended, Thun puffed away ata 
cigar, blowing the smoke into the Prus- 
sian’s face without a ‘‘will you join 
me?’’ At the second session Bismarck 


pulled out a cigar and astounded the. 


Austrian presiding officer by cooly call- 
iug on him for a light. The represen- 
tatives of the smaller states, though 
stunned by the Prussian’s temerity at 
the time, later took courage from his 
example, and smoked in Austria's face. 
The Crimean war occurred during 
Bismarck’s stay at Frankfort, and he 
took advantage of Austria’s exigency to 
compel the withdrawal of her oppo- 
sition to the fusion of the two customs 
union, the Zollverein of Prussia and the 
Steneverein of Hanover, which fusion 
greatly strengthened the influence of 
Prussia with other German States. 
The neutral attitude of Prussia through- 
out the Crimean war was suggésted and 
urged by Bismarck upon his sovereign 
with intenseearnestness. He was look- 
ing forward to a day when Russian neu- 
trality might be desirable for Prussian 
interests. The Prussian King was tra- 
duced and badgered at the time for 
adopting the policy urged by his Frank- 
fort envoy, but the historian Leopold 
Von Ranke attributes to Prussia’s ob- 
servance of a strict neutrality during 
the Crimean war, the subsequent great 
achievements which made Germany one. 
BECOMES PRIME MINISTER OF PRUSSIA. 
In'Januarv, 1861, King William I, 
ascended the throne of Prussia, and in 
September, 1862, he _ recalled  Bis-

marck from his envovship at St. Peters- 
burg to take the post of Premier and 
Foreign Minister of Prussia. His ad- 
vent to power agitated the Liberals 
who apprehended the inflexible govern- 
~im@ugurated, and 
which was outlined in his early utter- 
ance: ‘‘Itis not by speechifying and 
majorities that the great questions of 
the time will have to be decided—that 
was the ‘mistake made in 1848 and 
1849—but by blood and iron.’’ He was, 
as in 1849, for a strong Prussian army 
anda firm Prussian throne, opposing 
every encroachment of legislature or 
of ballot box. 

The Prussian Chamber of Deputies 
refused togrant supplies for the army 
lately reorganized by King William, 
but Bismarck would not reduce the 
army by asingle man. For four years 
this contention between the crown and 
the Parliament continued, during which 
time the government haé to rule with- 
outa budget. Within this period he 
brougbt another storm about his ears by 
codperating with Russia in the sup-. 
pression of the Warsaw insurrection of 
1863. Not only the Prussian Chamber. 
but all Central and Western Europe 
poured maledictions against him for 
this proceeding. He solaced himself 
for this wholesale abuse with the grati- 
tude he had earned for Prussia from 
the Czar, and, as another step toward 
the isolation of Austria, made an ally 
of Napoleon III by compelling all the 
German states belonging to the Zoll- 
verein to join Prussia in a commercial 
treaty with France. The opportune- 
ness of this treaty was made apparent 
within a very few moons. Of it Bis- 
marck has, himself, written: ‘The 
friendly behavior of France cut the 
ground from under the feet of other 
powers which had a fancy not to allow 
us to fight out our quarrel with Den- 
mark single-handed. Still more, dur- 
ing our heavier struggle with Avstria, 
in 1866, France’s self-restraint would 
certainly got have been carried so far 
as, fortunately for us, it was, had I not 
bestowed every possible care upon our 
relations with her.”’ 

Bismarck had quoted as an expression 


' of his own convictions, in 1749, the re- 


mark of Frederick the Great that the 
sky did not repose more firmly 9n the 
shoulders of Atlas than the Prussian 
State on its generals. Even before the 
death of Frederick VII, King of Den- 
mark, in November, 1863, he was con- 
vinced that a conflict of arms with 
Austria was inevitably near at hand, 
But with the death of the Danish King 
he made the Schleswig-Holstein con- 
troversy his convenient approach to the 
breach with Austria, which occurred in 
June, 1866. How well be had planned 
for it, the events of one week demon- 
strated, Within that brief space of 
time not only the army of Austria, but 
those of her allies, Saxony, Hanover 
and Hesse-Cassel, had been met and 
beaten by the Prussian army under 
von Moltke; the Kings of Hanover and 
Saxony were fugitives from their do- 
minion, the elector of Hesse-Cassel a 
State prisoner, the capitals of all three 
in possession of Prussian troops, and 
the Hapsburgs dethronea from their 
leadership in Germany. And the brain 
that had devised and directed the plans, 
now successfully executed for the as- 
cendency of Prussia in the confederation 


of German States, was that of Otto von 


Bismarck. 
IH. 
FROM SADOWA TO DATE. 

With Bismarck’s public career since 
the battle of Sadowa, in 1866, most 
readers are familiar. The results of 
that conflict with Austria made him ons 
of the foremost figures of Europe and 
of the age, securing the observance of 
the civilized world toward his subse- 
quent achievements. Of his magnif- 
cent, diplomacy between 1866 and 
1870, with one hand harmonizing and 
uniting all Germany, and with the other 
parrying the efforts of Napoleon III to

even his hostile critics must speak 
ineulogy.

the Franco-Prussian struggle, and the 
enormous indemnity he wrested from 
France, theré is no need of detail here. 
His procurement of the Imperial Ger- 
man crown for the Prussian King, and 
the latter’s bestowment of the princely 
title and -estate on Bismarck in ac-’‘ 
knowledgment of his exalted achieve- 
mests, are historital. So, also, is Bis- 
marck’s creation of the Triple Alliance, 
his convocation of the Congress of Ber- 
lin, and his obtaining of enormous do- 
mains for Germany in Africa and 
Oceanica; He was Chancellor of the 
Empire throughout the reign of his old 
sovereign, Wilhelm, during the brief 
reign of his son, Frederick III, and for 
atime under his grandson. the present 
Emperor. But “dissensions arose’ be- 
tween the Crown and the Prime Minis- 
ter, and on March 19, 1890, the won- 
derful old man laid down the trust that 
so long had been his. But who is not 
still interested in his personality? 
Those who have seen him latest say 
that his stalwart figure is as erect, and. 
his intellect .as clear as ever. The 
marks of advanced age arein the ab- 
sence of hair on the crown of his mas- 
sive head, and in the 
snowy whiteness of the. remaining 
fringe, and the heavy mustache, as 
well asin the deep lines furrowing the 
ample face, But in speech, action and 
nerve force he is full ten years younger 
than his age. For any indications at 
present to the contrary, he may become 
a centenariam.. The only ailment he 
suffers from is acute neuralgia. oe 
Prince Bismarck may enjoy the com-" 
forts and even luxuries of existence to 
the end of hisdays. He owns numerous 
valuable estates, the largest of which 
are Fredrichsruhe, Varzin and Schoen- 
hausen, the first named the most exten- 
sive and his home estate, It comprises 
20,000 acres, and was a present from 
the old Emperor Wiliiam soon after the 
close of the Franco-Prussian war; it 
is one of the finest possessions in the 
world. The castle, which was a crown

possession, is\conveniently situated 
the direct line of railroad from Berlin 
to Hamburg, and about fifteen miles 
from the latter city.

HOME LIFE AND PERSONAL CHARACTER- 

ISTICS, 

‘Sharing the home life of the Prince 
is the Princess, to whom'he has always 
been tenderly devoted, their only 
daughter, Marie, Countess Rantzau, 
with her husband, the Count, and their 
children, He is said to be a fond grand- 
father, the jolliest of playfellows at 
times, with his grandchildren. His pri- 
vate secretary is also G6 of his house- 
hold, while Count Herbert, his eldest 
son, with his recefit bride. nee the 
Countess Hoyas, is a frequent visitor, 
and the younger son, Count Wilhelm, 
an occasional one, ‘Two other compan- 
ions of the Prince—and the closest—are 
the two enormous Danish hounds, Re- 
becca and Tyras, who are on eith 
side of him when he walks, at his feet 
when he sits, and in his bed chamber 
when he sleeps. 

The Prince's home life is said to be 
as methodical as Was’ his official life. 
He sleeps late—until about 10 o’clock. 
Immediately upon waking, he is served 
with a preliminary breakfast of a cup 
of black coffee, rolls and two. eggs, 
which is supplemented an hour later 
by a more substantial breakfast of 
steak or chops with a bottle of light 
wine. A walk oversome part of his 
estate follows the meal, from which he 
returns to his library, where he works 
until 4 o’clock, ‘When he drives until 
6:80. Dinnec, a dress affair, at which, 
usually, there are guests, occurs at 7 
o’clock, followed by drawing-room con- 
versation and recreation for the even- 
ing. Music has, and from his boyhood 
had, a charm for Bismarck, Beethoven 
being his favorite composer and his 
own wife (who is reputed an artist at 
the piano) his favorite performer. 

His affection for his wife was ever 
present inevery stage “of his career. 
On the sixteenth anniversary of their 
marriage he told herin a letter from 
Gastein: ‘‘l alwaysremember this day 
that brought sunshine into my bachelor 
life.’ In other letters he called her 
‘my heart’? and dearest’ heart’’ 
and.inclosed in them jessamine from 
Peterhof and blooming heathen—his fa- 
vorite flower—from Bordeaux, with all 
the sentiment of a wooing lover. 

Bismarck must have had inherent an 
undercurrent’ of “sentiment, which 
aeither his carousing youth nor the cold 
nud stern experiences of diplomacy and 
war could exterminate, for in his age 
he is fond of reading the leading French 
and English .novelists, only less than 
Goethe and Shakspeare. And, noting 
the grace, strength and originality of 
some of his own writings, one can fancy 
that he might have achieved renown in 
letters had he elected to pursue litera- 
ture instead of politics. 

While verv far from being a religion- 
ist, Bismarck has expressed his adhe- 
sion to the Christian faith. Dr. Busch, 
one of nis biographers, thinks that he 
‘‘cares very little for doctrinal formula, 
is not intolerant and has no great de- 
desire to be edified through the mouth 
ofa priest.’ Inoneof his letters he 
holds his religion responsible for his 
politics, saying: ‘‘Orders and titles 
have no charm for me; I firmly believe 
in a life after death, and that is why I 
am a Royalist; by nature I am disposed 
to be a Republican.’”’ Whenthe Uui- 
versity of Giessen conferred upon 
Prince Bismarck the degree of doctor 
of divinity, he wrote in its acknowl- 
edgement: ‘I owe the distinction con- 
ferred upon me to my constant efforts 
in the cause of tolerant and practical 
Christianitv.’’ Some criticism having 
been made upon his economy in church 
attendance, he wrote to a_ clerical 
friend: ‘‘With regard to going to 
church, it is ineorrect to say that l 
never enterachurch. I willingly admit 
that I might go more frequentiy, but it 
is not so much for want of time as for 
consideration of my health that Ido not 
go, especially in winter. To those who 
feel themselves called-uponto be my 
judges in this matter, I will, with pleas- 
ure, give farther information about the 
subject.’’ 

Bismarck has as little admiration for 
orators as for journalists, and if his 
prejudice against the latter was due to 
his’*own unforbunate undertaking in 
journalism, the fast that he was him- 
self no orator may have caused him to | 
depreciate eloquence. Here is one of

his criticisms: “It is with these elo- 
quent gentlemen as with ladies, who 
have a small foot, wear boots that are 
much too tight and always try to show 
their feet. So, if-anybody has the mis- 
fortune to be eloquent, his speeches are 
too long and too frequent.’’ 

What a loyal nature is Bismarck’s, 
his devotion to his sovereigns and to his 
wife has evidenced. That it is a grate- 
fukone as well, wasshown ia his attach- 
ment for and preferments bestowed 
upon Gustav Bannewitz, the soldier who 
captured Bintz, who attempted to as- 
sassinate Bismarck in 1866. But his 
has been a resentful nature, too, in per- 
sonal as well as national affairs, and it 
has been said that his terrible humilia- 


spired by sneers that the unfortunate 
Empress Eugenie and her friends had 
leveled at his wife and daughter at a 
watering place and which French news- 
papers brought into public notice. 
Prosper Merimee, a French writer, 
wrote from that resort: ‘*Mrs. de Bis- 
marck is said to possess the longest 
footinthe empire, and. her daughter 
walks in her steps.”’ 

The action of his son-in-law, Count 
Rautzan in resigning his position as 
German Minister to Holland on account 
of the government’s attitude toward his 
father-in-law is said to have made the 
old Prince feel very affectionately to- 
ward Rautzan. The Count was formerly 
Minister to the Bavarian Court at Mu- 
nich. His wife, by far the brainiest

is his favorite child. :

Maj. McKinley’s failure is still at- 
tracting some talk in Washington, and 
there isa genuine sympathy for him 
here, for it is well known that he is not 
a money maker or a money spender.

His father was one of the 
more important employes of one of the 
rclling mills of the town, and young 
McKinley was given a fairly good edu- 
cation. He was known in Niles as 
“Young Bill McKinley,’’ and the 
people there told me that he was 
a studious boy with enough muscle 
to take care of himself. He went into 
the army when he was 17, and when 
the war was over. he went to Canton, 
which: was then a town of perhaps 
17,000; and began the practice of law. 
It was from Canton that he came to 
Congress, and the best part of his prime 
has beenspent in political life. He has 
never spent much money in entertain- 
ing at Washington, though this may 
have been due somewhat tothe poor 
health of his wife. He usually lived at 
the Ebbitt House, and always looked 
clean and well dressed. He had a fair 
practice before he came to Congress, 
but he has never saved much money to . 
speak of, and | understand that his po- 
litical career has cost him more than 
his salary. - He is a very ambitious man 
and he still hopes to have a term in the 
White House. He is quiet in his ways 
when off the stump, and is a good con- 
versationalist as well as a good 
speaker. A friend of his, who has gone 
with him during many of his campaigns, 
told me that McKinley .dislikes to talk 
politics when off the stump, and that he 
isa manof wide reading and of much 
general knowledge.

The Fate of an American Emigrant Train. 
“Just a Slice of Watermelon’’— 
A War That Was Once 
| Imminent, 


By Prof. John Bassett Moore.

In the discussions of mobs and mob 
| violence that followed the New Orleans 
lynching and the killing of American 
sailors in the streets of Valparaiso, it 
is singular that attention was not 
called, in the public prints, to one of 
the most serious outbreaks in which 
the United States has ever been con- 
cerned. 

I refer to the murderous attack made 
at Panama in 1856 onan American em- 
igrant train, and the dispute with New 
Granada (now the Republic of Colombia) 
that followed. | 

At that time there were no transcon- 
tigental railwavs, and the Isthmus of 
Panama was the favorite route for per- 
sons going to seek their fortunes in Cal- 
ifornia. To meet the demand for trans- 
portation, American enterprise had es- 
tablished the Panama Railway, which 
crosses the isthmus from Colon, on the 
Atlantic, to the city of Panama on 
the Pacific. Along this line many 
thousands made their way to the land 
of gold. 

On the morning of‘ April 15, 1856. 


from New York with nearly a thousand 
passengers en route for California. 

Among these passengers were many 
women and children. Three trains 
were made up and all the passengers 
were transported to Panama, where 
the steamer Toboga was waiting for 
them. Arriving there, some betook 
themselves tothe two hotels near the 
railway station, while many weut to the 
ticket office to have their tickets regis- 
tered. |

was tragic in its results.

The pistol belonged 
to the drunken passenger, but whether 
he fired it was.a question never deter- 
mined. The evidence indicated that it 
was fired by a ‘‘light-colored native,’’ a 
companion of the watermelon vender, 
who took it from the passenger after 
the latter had drawn it. 

Right upon the shot the two negroes 
ran along the beach to the Cienaga, a 
marshy negro settlement’ near the rail- 
way station. There they sounded an 
alarm, andin almost an instant’s time: 
they were onthe return with a crowd 
armed with stones, machettes and other 
weapons. The whole force at once be- 
gan an attack on the hotels. 

Among the witnesses of this scene 
was Capt. Allan McLane, then agent of 
the Pacitic Mail Steamship Company at 
Panama. He was standing on the com- 
pany’s pier directing the discharge of 
some freight. 3 ) 

Seeing the rioters coming toward the 
railway station, he hastened there, and 
on his way dispatched a messenger to 
the chief of police, calling him to bring 
out his force. The messenger, a faith- 
ful native who had beenin the employ 
of the steamship company, was shot by 
a ballin the neck, but he nevertheless 
succeeded in delivering his message. 

Meanwhile the passengers in the rail- 
| way station were in q state of great 
alarm. Those who had families in the 
-hotels hastened there. All others re- 
mained to defend the station and the 
helpless persons imprisoned in it, in 
case it should be attacked. An attempt 
to organize a force among the passen- 
gers failed,-since few were armed, ‘and 
there was a general feeling of helpless- 
ness and panic, 

A small party of men, however, found 
an old cannon, and loading it with iron 
boiler rivets, hauled it outside of the 
gate of the station. This gate com- 
manded the street leading to the negro 
settlement. They placed the cannon in 
charge of a trusty mnn, with orders not 
to fire inless the natives should advance 
on the station and could not otherwis 
be restrained. 

THE CHIEF OF POLICE JOINS THE MOB. 

The suspense was of short duration. 
After destroving the hotels the natives 
turned their attention to the station. 
They had previously been. firing occa- 
sional shots. 
creased and an attack was imminent. 
What then took place cannot better be 
described than in Capt. McLane’s own 
words: 

‘‘Not a sound went from the station; 
doubtless each person there felt that 
dreadful scenes of massacre, rapine and 
plunder were inevitable, unless the au- 
thorities of the country could be brought 
and interposed between the reckless 
and maddened rioters and their inno- 
cent, unarmed and defenseless victims. 

this moment the long-listened-for 
sound of the bugle note was heard, and 
it brought relief to many an aching 
heart. Wecongratulated each other, 
and in a moment more we would have 
been outside the inclosure to welcome 
our deliverers. when there was poured 
into the station a volley of musketry, 
accompanied by savage shouts for blood. 
This volley was ‘quickly followed by 
others; the dreadtul reality came upon 
us that the police had joined the mob. 

‘‘In a moment the police, headed by 
Col. Garrido, had crossed the clear 
space between the Cienaga and the sta- 
tion-houses, and from under the win- 
dows of the ticket office and freight 
room commenced firing into them. 

‘“‘At the same time the outside, mob, 
with some of the police in company, 
entered the station from the west end 
along the track, firing through it to 
clear the way, and broke into the vari- 
ous rooms, machettes in hand, and be- 
gan their work of murder and plunder.”’ 

Betore the work of murder and de- 
struction was stayed about twenty per- 
sons were killed, only two of whom 
were of the attacking party, and 
twenty-nine were wounded, thirteen of 
whom were natives. The loss of the 
foreigners in property also was great, 
claims onthat score to the amount of 
$500,000 being preferred. . 

_ A WAR IMMINENT. 

As soon as the facts were ascertained 
the Government of the United States 
demanded redress. It held New Gran- 
ada liable not only on general prin- 
ciples, but also on special treaty stipu- 
lations touching the obligation of the 
latter government to preserve peace 
and order along the transit route. 

The negotiations proceeded slowly. 
The relations between the twe countries 
had for some time been unfriendly, and 
New Granada stoutly denied responsi-

The City Water Company Preparing 
to Meet All Demands, 


* 


An Extensive Pumping Plant in 
Course of Construction, 


} With a Capacity of Four Million Gallons 
Dally—The Reservoirs Also to Be 
Enlarged and Put in First- — 
class Condition. 


A large pumping plant, for supplying 
water for the hill districts, is being 
erected by the Los Angeles City Water 
Company on the west side of the river, 
and a short distance north of the Buena 
Vista street bridge. 

The plant is to cost about $25,000, 
and willinclude a Pelton. water wheel, 
a double-acting duplex pump, a direct- 
acting Worthington pump and a Corliss 
steam engine. 

The water to be pumped will be 
drawn from the company’s reservoir 
near the plant, thence forced through 
the pipe and intoa main to be placed 
on Buena Vista street. The water will 
follow this main along the street just 
mentioned to College street, and along 
College street to the company’s reser- 
voir. 

The power for running the pump will 
ordinarily be supplied by the Pelton 
water wheel, and the waterto furnish 
the power forthat purpose will be 
taken from the river about seven miles 
above. This water will be conducted 
through a flume forthe most of the 
way until it reaches the plant, at which 
place it will be about sixty feet above 
the level of the river at that point. 

During the last 200 feet of its flow 
before reaching the waterwheel it will 
have a drop of sity feet and will be car- 
ried through a steel pipe, which will 
taper gradually through its last few 
feet of length. The Pelton wheel is 
placed directly over the pipe near its 
end, and the pent up water is afforded 
an outlet through three nozzles under 
the wheel. These nozzles havé a diam- 
eter varying from 8to 4} inches, and 
are set at such an angle that the re- 
spective jets of water from them will 
each strike the paddles of the wheel at 
right angles with its radius. . 

The wheel is of iron and is six feet in 
diameter. The paddles on it are 
shaped somewhat like a clam shell 
opened wide with its kollow sides down. 
The jet of water from each of the noz- 
zles flows upward, either directly or at 
an angle, and strikes the paddle at the 
point midway between its two hollow. 

arts. The upward force ofthe current 
s thus transmitted tothe wheel and the 
stream is split on the paddle and, in re- 
bounding, the reaction gives still addi- 
tional powér, so that none of the en- 
ergy is wasted. When it isremembered 
that the water proceeds from the lower 
end of the pipe under a pressure of 25.8 
pounds to the square inch, it will be 


_seen that the power of the wheel must 


be tremendous, and it is expected that 
a force equal to between 150 and 160 
horse power will thus be developed. 
The introduction of this class of 
waterwheels marks a new epoch in the 


history of mechanics, and a large pro- 


portion of the energy formerly wasted 
is now diverted to where it will be of 
service. 

About fifty feet above and to the west 
of the waterwheel is the pump, to 
which the power is transmitted by an 
endless rope. The pump machinery is 
anchored to the solid rock, so that it 
cannot give. Its weight is sixteen tons. 
Each of its two cylinders is connected 
with the ‘pipe leading from the reser- 
voir, and each cylinder has a much 
larger interior diameter at its ends 
than atits middle. The piston, which 
is fourteen inches in diameter, has a 


| stroke eighteen inches in length, and | 


forces the water out of the end of the 
cylinder toward which it goes, while 
the suction draws in the watér at the 
end from which the piston proceeds. 
This insures an even stream from each 
of the two cylinders, but air chambers 
are placed at two or three points along 
the pipe to further increase its steadi- 
ness. 

if it is wished to pump the water into 
the old Bedudry avenue reservoir, then 
both cylinders will be operated; but, 
should it be desired to run the water 
intothe Angelefio. Heights reservoir, 
which is 139 feets higher, or 279 feet 
above the pump, then only one cylinder 
will be used, and the entire energy will 
be expended on that. : 

The people of the districts which this 
pipe will supply are at present using 
about a million and a half gallons of 
water per day, while with this machin-. 
ery 4,000,000 gallons may be fur- 
nished to them if necessary. : 

At the side of this pump there is to be 
a Corliss steam engine of 150 horse 
power, which may be used to operate 
the pump in case of accident to the 
waterwheel, lack of water or other 
emergency. 

There is also to be a Worthington 
compound direct-acting pump, beside 
the one already described. If for any 
reason the reservoir could not be used, 
orif the other pump should get out of 
order, the Worthington pump may be 
made to force water directly into the 
city mains. Itisto be provided witha 
Fisher governor, which will regulate 
the quantitv of water forced into the 
pipe according tothe pressure in the 
mains. This pump will havea capatity 
of 8,000,000 gallons daily. | 

The work of erecting the plant and of 
laying the pipe to connect it with the 
reservoirs is being rapidly pushed under 
the @eection of William Mulholland, 
the superintendent of the company, and 
is expected to be comp chad within two 
months. 
- Jt is intended to enlarge the Beaudry 
avenue reservoir from its present ca- 
pacity of 2,000,000 gallons to a size 
capable of holding 10,000,000 gallons. 
The cost of this enlargement is esti- 
mated at $10,000. 

Mr. Mulholland says that it is ex- 
pected that this system of waterworks 
will be connected with the gravity sys- 
tem by a 12-inch pipe laid on Second 
street, and that if desired water power 
may be furnished for running motors 
for elevators, coffee mills, lathes and 
other machinery.

It was intimated that, 
inasmuch as the Secretary is charged 
with the duty of making up the regular 
State ticket, he may be depended upon 
to leave the capital amendment off; so 
that the people will be deprived of the 
We do not 
know whether there is any foundation 
for this surmise, but we do know that it 
would be a mighty bad stroke of policy 
on Mr. Waite’s part to do so. 

The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment may be drawn in proper form or 
it may not; but itis not the province of 
the Secretary of State to decide this 
in advance of submitting it to a vote. 
If it is passed upon.at all, it should be 


‘passed upon by a judicial tribunal. 


Whether the measure would hetd water 
in a legal test or not, there will be no 
harm in getting an expression of pub- 


| lic opinion upon it. If it is sustained 


at the poils and afterward knocked out 
by the courts, the question will be 
brought up in the next Legislature. If 
it is defeated at the polls there is no 
use of bothering any more about it. 
One thing is certain: If the people 
of the State are denied the privilege _ 
expressing their opinions, as provide 
for by the Legislature, they will be all 
the more anxious to raise the question 
at a future time and all the more apt to 
vote for removal. The American peo- 
ple do not ‘like to be hocus-pocused out 
of their rights, and it is not a good 
plan for a State official to attempt 
anything of that sort. The public has 


a long memory and can not only de- | 


mand and secure its prerogative ata 
future time, but it can also punish the 


‘man who interfered with the just exer- 


cise of its power.

The current is introduced in an in- 
sulated wire, just the same as that em- 
ployed for electric lighting. A skillet 
or stew-pan has a sort of gridiron attach- 
ment beneath it, which consists of a 
number of wires of less conductivity 
than the main wire. Whenthe current 
is turned on, the gridiron of small wires 
is heated to incandescence, just as the 


film of an incandescent lamp is heated. | 


A current of thirteen ampéres is em- 
ployed for ordinary purposes. The skil- 
let or pot may'stand on a table or bench, 
and that is the size of the stove for the 
time being. 


The oven employed for baking is thus 
described by the Kansas City Star, ina 
report of a test recently made in that 
city: 

At one end of the bench was an oven 
with wires attached to it. It had a lit- 
tle window about four inches square in 
one side, and by peeping in one could 
see a monster turkey being roasted. 
An incandescent lamp on the inside of 
the oven lighted it so well that the 
progress of the cooking could be seén 
through the window without disturbing 
The turkey weighed four- 
teen pounds, The current was turned 
oninthe oven for forty-five minutes 
and then turned off and the turkey con- 
tinued to roast slowly for two hours, 
when it was done to a color that would 
make a reputation for any cook. This 
oven looks much like the oven of a gas- 
oline stove. It is made of Russia iron, 
is portable, and has no outside attach- 
ments or fixtures excepting the electric 
wires. It is lined with wood and asbes- 
tos, and retains the heat like an old- 
fashioned stone oven. The heat is con- 
fined so well that the gutside of 
oven doesn’t get hot at all. The heat 
from electricity is absolutely even. It 
is just as intense when it is‘ turned on | 
as when it is turned off, and keeps the 
oven at an absolutely even temperature. 
This is one of its great features.

low voltage, so that no evil results 


pen to touch a “live” wire. This would 


-be absolutely essential if the new ap- 


pliances are to be introduced for domes- 
tic. service. Of course, if the cook 
were to touch one of the incandescent 
wires, he would be burned “just the 
same as though he touched any other 
red-hot iron. 7

that will charm the average housewife 
is that it does not overheat the room.

radiation. Another attractive feature 
will be the cleanliness. The demon of

A remarkable thing about the use of 
electricity is that it may.be employed 
for cooling .as well as for heating. 
Prof. Dolbear was recently quoted in 
these columns to the effect that an elec- 
tric wire may be run to the dinner 
table, if required, and an apparatus 
connected with it will cool the water, 
while another alongside of it steeps the 
tea. 

It is probable that, within a few 
years, we shall have houses heated by 
electricity in winter and cooled by elec- 
tricity in summer.

The jury in the case against R. Frank 
Warner, the young man accused of. 
wrecking a train on the Santa Fé road, 
near Duarte, last November, brought in 
a verdict ot not guilty vesterday morn- 
ing, after being out all night, and the 
defendant was accordingly discharged.

The County Government. Act, as orig- 
inally passed, contained a section which | 


provided that .*‘the salaries and fees 
provided for in this act shall be in full 
compensation for all services of everv 
kind and description rendered by the 
officers therein named, their deputies 
and assistants; and all deputies em- 
ployed shall be paid by the principals 
out of salaries hereinbefore provided.” 

This section did not contain the ob- 
jectionable provisions found in the. 
amendment of 1887, and, being a valid 
enactment, is operated to repeal the 
provision that the Assessor might re- 
tain 15 per cent. of all amounts col- 
lected by him for poli taxes, and it is 
claimed that by reason of this provision 
the act was unconstitutional and void. 
We do not deem it. necessary to con- 
sider the question as to whether or ot 


the Legislature has the constitutional 


right to authorize the retention by the 
Assessor of anv portion of the poll 
taxes collected by him. It may be con- 
ceded, and that section 164 is good, so 
far as it affects the compensations of 
officers other than assessors. 

The contention of the appellant that 
the money was paid under authority of 
law is equally unsound. Itis the Legis- 
lature and not the Board of Supervisors 
which is charged with the duty of fixing 
the compensation due to the county 
officers. Other points raised by the ap- 
pellant are that the subject matter of 
this section is not expressed in the title 


of the county government act, as re-. 


quired by the constitution, and that the 
actis not uniform inits operation be- 
cause the supervisors of: certain coun- 
ties are given power not given to others. 
The judgment rendered against the ap- 
pellant by the lower court is therefore 
confirmed. 

Judgment was also affirmed in the case 
of J. Coyne, appellant, vs. Gilbert 
Rennie, respondent. This was a pro- 
ceeding for a writ of mandate to the 
respondent.in his official character as 
Auditor of the city of San Diego, com- 
manding him to issue a warrant for an 
unpaid portion of the plaintiff's salary 
as Chief of Police. The respondent de- 
murred to.the petition for a writ, and 
the Court sustained the demurrer and 
distnissed the proceedings 

The third opinion was in ‘givniition 
of the judgment of the San. Diego Su- 
perior Court in the action of the County 
of San Diego, respondent, against J. R. 
Siefert, appellant, to recover from the 
defendant, sSiefert, the sum of $120, 
the amount of a license tax imposed 
upon his business as a saloon-keeper for 
the period of twelve months, under an 
ordinance of the Board of Supervisors. 
When the cause was first fried findings 
and judgment were passed in favor of 
the piadntiff. The defendant appealed 
from such judgment and from the order 
denying his motion a for anew trial.
